This observation i*s ;/not meatit^as a criticism — jiist.a' 
contrast-ingA contemporary description of •the increased comple^;city inherent 
today in tryjing to comprehensively gaug^e and report upoft the entire fed- 
eral effort in the disability arrea. 'This tomplexi ty ^ derives essentially 
from , thre;e historical charactecistics of American Government in action 
which waifrant brief discussion. , ^ ^ *

•First,, government, and especially the institutions used by govern- 
metit to allocate financial resourses, have experienced unprecedented growth 
over the past two decades. Federal Governm^^it expertditures have increased 
by nearly seven-fold in constant, dollars from the relatively modest bud- 
ge.tary aggregate of^ $69 billion i-n 1955 to a proposed $463 billion for 
President' Carter* s 1978 budget. Most of the incrpsed allocations ate for 
nondefense, domestic ^purposes. Irt^ fact, a Brookings In-st it'ution analysis 
reports that 75% of the proposed * 1978 federal budget -is to/.be directed 
toward. nondefense actijyities. Only s'ix yfears ago, the De fens e ^Department *^s 
budget alone exceeded the Health, Education and Welfare Departmeuta'^L 
budget. But today, 75% of the Federal Government budget* -- $347 
billion ^- flows into four general types of . nondefense programs:

Estimates, for example, on the total amount of 
federal funds presently being spentr for ^programs for disabled peraons are 
in' the r^nge of $20" billion annually . ^ ^ Indiv idual programs such ' as^ the 
Sapplemental 'SecVirity Income ' Program, Medicaid, and Veterans Programs 
x;eport ann(Jal fund tatals that exceed the ent'ire annual budgets of'^^i 
except for a few entire state governments or one of our biggest cities. 
The mind ,has difficulty gr.asping the true meaning of^ these sums* When 
these multibilTion dollar figures are pijblically reporteij^ by governmeut as 
straigh't forward evidence* of the intensity -of fecieral or* state concern for 
'Uisabled people, 'one is understandably moved. Vast sum^ of money, are being 
spent, *areti* t they?

One answer is in the way cost-analysi"!5^or program budgeting calcula- 
tions are made, which is by " extr apDlat ing ' of tep misleading totals from the 
global 4evel of program effort being^ made for many ^purposes other -Chan 
disability alone^ Wfiat portion of Fedewl Highway Trust Funds are .consumed 
by disabled drivers ^on tfhe road? ' Wha t^" por t i-on of fiscal activity is 
attributable to disability research in. th^e basic^ research budget of the 
-National Ins4:itutfes of Health (NIH)? Unfortunately,, it is just plain 
easier for the persons preparing cost-analysis estimates to usually in- 
clude, vhen in doubt, all funds potentially relevant to the problem; to 
prepare , ^for ^ins'tance , an accurate NIH fiscal record on, disajbility would 
require an individual criterion-referenced reyiew and longitudinal follow-, 
up of virtually every intramural and extramural research grant, research 
contract, or intramural expenditure made by. the. agency. 

^ Similarly, .with a highly decentralized service program like the $2.5 
billion Social Services *Blbck Grant Prog^-am, sta^ e3C^ercise such latitude 
in categories of expenditures and federal .reporting that only the roughest 
national estimate is pbssibl'e. For many programs "the handicapped'* are not 
separately bro'ken-out by accounting cells or expenditure categories. 

In short, the ability to predict or project total federal e)lpend itures 
fo<f persons with disab i lit ie'^ or for literally, dozens of o^her subsets of 
the American- population is^very poor, and; therefore easily mispleading. 
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The totals that are reported may have an authoritative * air about them 
but perhaps this is only because tHey are announced by a government agency'* 
congressman, or president seeking to assuage the public's nagging fears 4f

Although all of the informaMon -containiT Jp Uis book is 
relevant to disability iq, some way, the book's aetuil orgUizStion is 
pretty arbitrary and you will taiss a lot if you read only some individual 
sections and skip others. ^Try to get an idea from your first reading of 
. the breadth of federal programs. We believe you will be sur^er^sed at the 
number oi assistance programs potentially relevant to your interests. 
Write each of these pertinent programs down • as part of the shopping list 
vou have now begun to develop. ' . ' -. 

Next, focus in on one program that especially interests you. Re-read 
the entire text just as i^. has -been. repint^d from the current Catalogue of 
Federal^ Domestic As si-stance.

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The Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) administers 
two housing programs of relevance, to persons with a disability. 
Under SecUon-202, direct loans are provided ^ tcr eligible applic^s 
for promoting^ the provision of suitable rental housing for physical- 
ly handic^ped .or developmental ly disabled persohs. Guaranteed or 
iriaured mortgage insurance loai>S Jtof home construction and remodel- 
ing are also administered by 'the HUD with specific eligibility 
provided for elderly persons and for persons with hand'icaps. 

The Healt-h CaVti^Financing Administration administers the Medicare, 
'program, which provides direct'hospital insurance payments for this 
specific use to"' persons over 65 and for some stipulated disabili-^ 
ties> such as k'idney disease.- Under the Social Security Adminrs tra- 
ction's (SSA) Program of Disability Insurance, part of the potential- 
earnings of a'^ysically or cientaliy disabled worker may be replaced 
through unrestrictedt c&sh payments. The Supplemental Security 
income program provides unrestricted direct cash payments specifi- 
cally to blind, disabled or aged persons witl; litnited incomes. A 
special program of unrestricted cash payments is also' available 
through the SSA to coal miners cL4^abled through Black Lung Disease. 
The Department of Labor'^ Employment .Standards Administration 
administers a coal miners . worker' s compensation program as well.
